Appointed  Trustee 

The  board  of  trustees  of  the 
Dana  Hall  Schools  has  recently 
announced  the  appointment  ot  a new 
trustee,  Walter  Gale  of  Melvin  Village, 
New  Hampshire.

Mr.  Gale,  a native  of  California,  has 
long  been  associated  with  education 
here  in  the  East.  He  attended  the 
Choate  School  in  Connecticut  and  re- 
ceived his  B.S.  and  M.S.  degrees  at  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
in  1929  and  1930.  For  five  years  he 
was  research  assistant  at  M.I.T.’s  aero- 
nautical engineering  department. 

His  career  interests  then  took  him  to 
Bendix  Aviation  Corp.  and  the  M.  B. 
Skinner  Co.,  which  he  left  in  1942  to 
serve  the  U.  S.  Navy  Bureau  of  Aero- 
nautics as  a lieutenant  commander. 

After  the  war  he  returned  to  M.I.T. 
where  he  taught  aeronautical  engineer- 
ing and  served  as  budget  officer  and 
director  of  the  summer  session.  As 
special  assistant  to  President  James  R. 
Killian,  he  is  now  in  charge  of  the 
Development  Program  at  M.I.T. 

Professor  Gale’s  interest  in  educa- 
tion is  particularly  close  to  the  Dana 
Hall  Schools.  His  wife,  Joan  lrti>i 
Gale,  Dana  Hall  1927,  was  Dana 
Hall’s  first  alumna  trustee  and  has 
served  as  president  of  its  Alumnae 
Association.  His  daughter,  Joan,  is 
also  an  alumna  of  Dana  Hall,  Class  of 
1950.  The  Gales  resided  in  Wellesley 
for  many  years  before  their  move  to 
New  Hampshire.

Gifted  Pianist  Gives  Final  Bardwell  Concert 


Nathan  Milstein,  world-famous 
violinist,  appeared  at  the  third 
Bardwell  concert  on  February  7. 

The  Russian-born  artist  who  became 
an  American  citizen  in  1942  studied 
under  Leopold  Auer  and  Eugene 
Ysaye.  At  nineteen  he  made  a recital 
tour  of  Russia.  He  first  played  with 
the  Philadelphia  and  New  York  Phil- 
harmonic orchestras  in  1929  and  since 
then  has  made  some  twenty-six  concert 
tours  of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Milstein  played  a superb  con- 
cert. The  three  unaccompanied  pieces 
exhibited  to  the  fullest  his  skill. 

Agna  Enters,  dancer  and  mime,  pre- 
sented the  fourth  program  in  the  con- 
cert series  in  March. 

Her  program  was  varied.  She  origi- 
nated the  phrase  "dance-mime”  to  de- 
scribe her  form  of  entertainment  which 


combines  the  arts  of  mime,  dance, 
choreography,  costume,  and  scenery'. 

On  April  11  the  1956-57  concert 
series  ended  with  a concert  by  Eugene 
Istomin.  Mr.  Istomin  ranks  as  one  of 
the  foremost  of  the  young  pianists. 

With  the  exception  of  his  friend, 
violinist  Yehudi  Menuhin,  he  is  prob- 
ably the  most  widely-touring  and  tnily 
internationally  acclaimed  American- 
born  young  musician  in  the  world. 

Alexander  Siloti,  famous  pupil  of  the 
immortal  Liszt,  heard  Istomin  play 
at  the  age  of  six  and  advised  the 
family  on  their  son’s  musical  training. 
He  gave  him  the  opportunity  to  study 
with  his  own  daughter,  Karieve  Siloti, 
to  whom  he  entrusted  keyboard  secrets 
he  himself  had  learned  from  Liszt.

Serkin  and  Adolf  Busch. 
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Alumnae  Career  Day  at  Pine  Manor

This  year  Pine  Manor’s  annual 
Career  Day  could  well  have  been 
called  Alumnae  Career  Day.  All  five 
speakers  were  Pine  Manor  graduates, 
representing  the  classes  of  1912,  1939, 
1941,  1951,  and  1953.  Each  one 
brought  to  the  attentive  audience  of 
students  some  of  the  highlights  of  a 
different  career  for  women.  The  di- 
versity of  their  interests  illustrated 
some  of  the  many  fields  which  Pine 
Manor  graduates  have  entered.  Anne 
Leavitt,  ’42,  representing  an  interesting 
career  in  her  own  right,  directed  the 
program. 

The  first  speaker  was  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Wh'iton  Jackson,  ’12,  who  has  her 
own  interior  decorating  establishment, 
called  Dorothy  Jackson  Interiors.  Mrs. 
Jackson  is  a charming  woman,  and  it 
is  easy  to  see  why  she  has  been  so  suc- 
cessful in  her  field.  Her  suggestions 
on  decorating  were  especially  appro- 
priate for  the  young  homemaker,  and 
she  pointed  out  the  many  pitfalls  and 
unfortunate  combinations  to  avoid. 
After  listening  to  Mrs.  Jackson’s  in- 
spiring talk,  it  would  not  be  surprising 
if  there  were  many  new  Pine  Manor 
alumnae  decorators  throughout  the 
country. 

Betty  Shepard,  ’39,  who  is  director 
of  the  occupational  therapy  department 
of  the  Liberty  Mutual  Insurance  Com- 
pany Rehabilitation  Center,  showed  a 
very  interesting  color  film  entitled  "A 
Place  For  Courage,”  showing  some  of 
the  work  done  at  the  Center,  both  in 
occupational  and  physical  therapy.  She 
gave  a vivid  picture  of  the  remarkable 
achievements  attained  in  this  work  and 
the  opportunities  within  the  field. 
Betty  obviously  loves  her  work,  and 
she  urges  all  those  who  have  an  interest 
in  helping  the  physically  handicapped 
to  take  the  necessary  courses  to  get 
into  occupational  therapy,  where  there 
is  always  a need  for  the  dedicated 
worker. 

A talk  on  investment  research  was 
given  by  Elizabeth  'Vanderbilt,  ’53, 
who  is  employed  as  a research  analyst 
at  Loomis  Sayles  Company,  Investment 
Counselors,  who  have  eight  offices 
throughout  the  United  States.  Liz 
started  her  career  as  an  insurance  an- 
alyst but  changed  to  investment  analy- 
sis because  it  offers  a broader  scope  for 
her  talents,  as  her  research  in  the  in- 
vestment field  gives  her  an  opportunity 
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to  learn  about  all  kinds  of  business  en- 
terprises. She  suggests  that  students 
who  enjoyed  mathematics  and  econ- 
omics would  do  well  to  look  into  the 
opportunities  in  investment  analysis  or 
investment  firms  in  their  areas. 

Barbara  Hughes  Meima,  ’51,  flew 
up  from  Washington  to  talk  on  work 
in  speech  therapy.  Barbara  has  been 
doubly  successful  teaching  speech  and 
dramatics  at  the  Holton-Arms  School 
and  working  as  a speech  therapist  at 
the  George  Washington  University 
Clinic  in  Washington,  D.  C.  She  spoke 
very  enthusiastically  of  this  field  as  a 
career  for  those  who  are  endowed  with 
a natural  patience  and  a love  for  help- 
ing others  to  overcome  their  handicaps. 
Barbara  stressed  the  fact  that  there  is 
such  a need  for  speech  therapists 


throughout  the  whole  country  that  al- 
most always  it  is  possible  to  do  either 
part-time  or  full-time  work. 

The  final  speaker  was  Anne  Bulli- 
I'dut  Harper,  ’41,  who  is  the  president 
of  the  Pine  Manor  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion. Anne  talked  on  the  career  of 
being  a housewife,  and  stressed  the 
need  for  caution  against  overextending 
community  servu'ce  activities  to  the 
detriment  of  home  and  family.  Anne 
has  learned  this  the  hard  way.  She  is 
such  a generous  giver  of  her  time  and 
energies  that  she  was  solicited  by  every 
organization  in  her  community.  Final- 
ly, it  became  a choice  between  the  com- 
munity service  and  her  family.  Now 
she  keeps  the  outside  activities  in 
proper  balance,  and  the  family  life  is 
normal.

But  the  lay- 
ing out  of  the  paper  and  putting  it  "to  bed” 
is  a gratifying  experience  and  an  incentive 
for  continual  improvement.
